him in squealing affection as he 
shows them th a t swim ming is e a sy .! 
Easy Program 
T h at is the thin* he stresses I t’s 
easy. If a 7-year-old girl — or a 
12-year-old boy — is worried about 
the w ater, Jack straps a plastic pil­ 
low to the child aud leaves it there 
for as m any lessons as needed. 
It works, too, and beam ing m oth­ 
ers pridetully watch from the pool 
balcony In real am azem ent as th eir 
brave child, who feared the water, 
starts dog-paddiing across the pool 
supinated by an air-filled pillow 
T he pillow soon comes off, but 
the 
dog-paddling 
continues 
until 
the child gets am bitious 
“Lots of instructors don’t a rree 
about the dog paddle,” says Jack. 
“B ut I never m et a person who 
d idn’t want, first of all, to have his 
children safeguarded. And the dog
